There is not, really, in this 


country, a Stevenson cult. Rather 
there are millions who respect 


and admire him. But, unmistak- | 


ably, as large segments of the 
nation’s press have revealed, 
there is an anti-Stevenson cult 
which just can't reconcile itself 
to the fact that he is doing an 
excellent job as ambassador, and 
that he does hold the respect of 
a vast number of Americans and 
of a substantial portion of the 
U.N. membership. 


This anti-Stevenson cult carries 
on a vindictive sniping campaign.

After Ambassador Stevenson 
was approached by Illinois party 
leaders, President Kennedy 
strongly urged him to continue 
his post. The White House also 
received unofficial ‘“‘hopes’’ from 
influential and small member na- 
tions that it would not permit the 
ambassador to resign. 


Mr. Stevenson is not, to be sure, 
an irreplacable man. But present- 
ly, there is no one on the horizon 
with his skill, ability or prestige. 
The President knew this. 

As for the senatorship in Il- 
linois, Mr. Stevenson likely could 
have won. The GOP would have 
poured millions into the contest 
had it come off, because it would 
have been the supreme test of 
the off-year elections. But what 
the anti-Stevenson cult never 
seemed to realize was that if 
the cult’s theory of the Presi- 
dent's getting rid of Stevenson by 
permitting him to run in Illinois 
had been followed to its logical 
conclusion, both the White House 
and the Democratic party in Il- 
linois would have been hurt. A 
candidate who would have been 
advertised by a hostile clique as 
having been cast off by the Presi- 
dent, would have been placed un- 
der an unnecessary handicap. 
Chances to elect a Democrat in 
Tilinois would have been seriously 
damaged. »

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican |

A legislative committee studying auto 
title registration will huddle here today to 
decide what play to call for the forthcom- 
ing session of the Georgia General As- 
sembly. 

Title registration has banged away 
persistently at some pretty stiff opposition 
over the years. We hope the committee 
can get title registration out into the open 
and on the way toward the goal line at 
the legislature’s next session. 

The problem right now is mainly one 
of money. Gov. Ernest Vandiver has de- 
clined to put up the estimated $280,000 or 
so it would take to put auto title registra- 
tion into operation. The next legislature 


could do something about removing this — 


obstacle by appropriating the necessary 
funds.

In connection with this matter of 
money, it should be kept in mind that 
auto title registration is revenue pro- 
ducing. es 

There will be certain nominal charges 
in connection with title registration that 
will produce, when it’s all added up, a 
substantial sum. 

In fact, revenue from title registration 
could come to about $500,000. 

Many details remain to be worked out

Is REA Declaring War on the Cities? 


As a long-time supporter of the Rural 
Electrification Administration’s aims and 
objectives, we found the address of REA 
administrator Norman Clapp here Tues- 
day quite disturbing.

Executive Committee 
Dislikes Primary, Too 


The City Executive Committee agrees 
with many others that there are too many 
elections and that the city primary should 
be abolished. Furthermore, the non- 
partisan group feels it should be voted 
out of existence along with the primary, 
letting one general election decide the 
matter. 

If there ever was a need for such 
a primary strictly along party lines, At- 
lanta has indicated it can dispense with 
it to the satisfaction of the majority of 
citizens. Thus one nonpartisan election, 
in which members of all parties can par- 
ticipate, would please the,voters and the 
candidates. There would be no dilution 
of democracy but it would result in less 
expense, strains and trouble for voters 
and candidates alike. 

The feeling of the majority of the 
committee, as expressed by A. C. (Bert) 
Morris, secretary, is that a primary is 
not needed nor is an executive commit- 
tee to conduct it. “Moreover,” says Mr. 
Morris, ‘our feeling is that for people 
to have to go.to the polls three times in 
one vear as they did this time is utterly 
needless.”’ 

We feel confident this is the opinion 
of Atlantans generally and that thev 
would like to do away with the mul- 


tiplicity of elections. 


Georgians Can Do Better Than This 


Mrs. G. Ray Mitchell, member-elect of the 
Atlanta Board of Education, waded right in the 
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small enrollment. Yet some of these people 
squawk the loudest at mention of federal aid or 
increased financial support at the local level. 

Mrs. Mitchell pointed to some of the results 
of such apathy. Georgia has the highest drop- 
out rate in the nation, she said, with only 27 
children finishing high school out of each 100 
who started to school. Double sessions have be- 
come a matter of course in some communities 
because of lack of facilities. 

Moreover, a study of census findings shows 
nearly 67,000 Georgians over 25 years of age 
have not completed a single year of school. 
There are 288,585 more who have not gone be- 
yond the fourth grade.

We Will Benefit 


From Competition 


There is an important connection between 
the talks now going on in Paris about the West- 
ern position on Berlin and the speech which the 


President made last week in New York to the National Association 
of Manufacturers. The speech in New York prepares the-way for the 
great and historic business of uniting the non-Communist world 
in one free or low tariff trading area. 


As this is achieved, problems 
like that of Berlin will become 
more manageable bechuse the 
over-all political and economic 
power of the West will be more 
than a match for the Communist 
world. 

If this sounds like a big claim, 
imagine what the situation would 
become in Berlin if the non-Com- 
munist world split up into quar- 
reling trading blocs. 

Today, when it has become 
probable that Great Britain will 
join the Common Market, the 
United States must make ready 
to live and to trade with a free 
economy which will soon be larg- 
er than our own, which is grow- 
ing much faster than our own. 


Do we come together in one 
great trading community which 
includes not only Western Eu- 
rope and North America but also 
Japan, Australia, Latin America, 
and Africa — or do we go our 
separate ways, fragmenting a 
non-Communist world? 

The argument against the new 
trade policy is likely to revolve 
around the claim that American 
costs, owing to our high wages, 
are so high that we cannot com- 
pete successfully in a wider free 
market. 


One positive’ indication that 
higher costs have not priced the 
United States out of the world 
market is that our exports of 
merchandise are larger by about 
three billion dollars a year than 
our imports of merchandise. 
Moreover, there is the fact that 
American wages tend to be high- 
est in those very industries that 
export most successfully. 

In the high wage industries la- 
bor is highly productive. It is 
highly productive because there 
is a greater investment of capi- 
tal and there is more working 
and technical and managerial 
skill. 

Europe will surely become even 
more productive than it is today. 
Not all of this increased produc- 
tivity will go into lowering prices. 
A considerable part of it un- 
doubtedly will go into increasing 
European wages, which are ris- 
ing faster than our own. 

Nevertheless, the increased pro- 
ductivity of Europe will compel 
us to make ourselves more com- 
petitive. The increased competi- 
tion will be good for the economy 
as a whole. It will be hard on 
the weaker elements in the econo- 
my, and they will have to be 
given some special treatment.

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Climate of Compromise Needed 
To Ease Albany’s Race Crisis 


ALBANY—Accommodation, that vague word diplomats like to use to mean 
compromise, clearly needs to be found in Albany. Until both sides give a little— 
a lot—the demonstrations here are likely to continue, the name of the 


city will suffer and there will a danger expressed by Mayor Asa Kelley—the danger of violence 
through counterattack from outside. In a very literal sense, race relations will never be the same 
again in Albany. They may be better or they may be worse, but they'll never be the same. 


The Negro community—adults 
as well as students, profes- 
sional men as well as laborers 
—is affected. 


For the city fathers of Al- 
bany, this is a problem of deep- 
est gravity. These demonstra- 
tors are not outside Freedom 
Riders who can be arrested 
and jailed to the general lack 
of concern of a_local commu- 
nity. These are no longer 
merely college students who 
are not a permanent part of 
the city, either. They include 
Albany's own people, including 
some highly respected leaders 
of the Negro community, dem- 
onstrating and going to jail. 


The adult Negro community 
has been trying to negotiate with

When the compromising be- 
gins, it is obvious that the Ne- 
groes must delay many or most 
of these demands. The Negro 
community of Atlanta has not 
yet achieved all those goals, 
and they have been working 
at them at least since 1948. 


Furthermore, Albany is not 
Atlanta. It is one of the most 
rapidly growing cities in Amer- 
ica, having almost quadrupled 
in size since 1940 (to a current 
56,000). It is relatively cosmo- 
politan, and is booming itself as 
an industrial and regional trade 
center. But its roots are still

deeply Southern, and it sits in 
the middle of an area of Geor- 
gia which has been troubled fre- 
quently by charges of voter dis- 
crimination or acts of racial 
violence. 

If Albany’s Negro community 
thus must restrain its immedi- 
ate ambitions, its white commu- 
nity is heavily pressed to show 
some official recognition of the 
aspirations of the Negroes, one- 
third of the city’s population. 


So far, a majority of the city 
commission has refused to meet 
with Negro leaders on the 
grounds that there is “‘no area 
of agreement”’ and that discus- 
sion would be ‘“‘vain and use 


less.” 


Discussions with leaders on 
both sides indicate that a work- 
able compromise is both desired 
and possible. 

It is virtually impossible, how- 
ever, to negotiate in the present 
highly charged atmosphere. The 
most hopeful sign is the effi- 
cient maintenance of order by 
police here. At this writing, 
there has been no violence.

Both Cobb and Chupp have 
been suspended from the police 
force, pending the outcome of the 
trial. 


Under questioning by Solicitor 
Jones, Cobb told of the burglary 
of John B. Daniel Inc., Dr. James 
H. Litton, Danmar Inc., and two 
burglaries of different Western 
Auto Supply Co. stores. 


SIGNAL SET UP 

Cobb said a signal had been ar- 
ranged between former DeKalb 
County police Lieut. Thomas H. 
Gaines and Chupp and himself. 


He told the jury the signal, 10-8, 
'from Gaines was to let them 
know that all other police cars 


--had been pulled out of the area 


and they were free to enter a 
particular store. Gaines at that 
time was commanding officer of 
the midnight to 8 a.m. watch. 


Gaines, 48, an employe of the 
Stone Mountain Memorial Associ- 
ation, was found innocent in Sep- 
tember of conspiring with Chupp 
and Cobb in the Aug. 1 burglary 
of John B. Daniel Inc. 


FIFTH AMENDMENT 


In answer to the question from 
Solicitor Jones, ‘‘Were you given 
anything or was anything put in 
your possession at that time ( Aug. 
1) by either Mr. Chupp or Mr. 
Cobb?” Gaines pleaded the Fifth 
Amendment. 


Gaines, who took the stand 
Tuesday, said he had talked with 
Chupp and Cobb at the corner of 
U.S. 29 and Druid Hills Road on 
the date in question. 


Under cross-examination by de- 
fense attorney Walter E. Baker 
Jr., Cobb said that he had given 
his statement to detectives T. H. 
Spruill and B. S. Ivey “freely and 
voluntarily”’ on Aug. 20

told the jury.

LONG STUDIES 


In the next few months both 
Pentagon and Congress are ex- 
pected to make studies of the 
role of the Guard and the Re- 
serve in a long-continued cold 
war. Present thinking in the De- 
fense department is that defense 
expenditures for Reserve forces 
are too high, that the existing 
troop basis is too large and must 
be reduced, and that some realis- 
tic means must be found if main- 
taining at least some priority 
units at a far higher state of 
readiness than any have been 
maintained in the past. 


Expenditures for the National 
Guard and Reserves in the cur- 
rent budget amount to about 
$1,300,000,000, of which $771 mil- 
lion goes to the Army Reserves, 
The recent callup of Navy Re 
serves and of Air Force Reserves 
was relatively small and led to 
few difficulties. The Air National 
Guard squadrons sent overseas 
demonstrated a high state of 
readiness, although some of the 
air units, “fleshed out’’ with Re- 
serve “‘fillers,’’ experienced the 
= complaints as did the Army 
uni 


Present plans are that about 
the same amount will be asked 
for Reserve appropriations for 
the next fiscal year. But because 
of increasing costs, the number 
maintained in paid drill status 
during the next fiscal year will 
probably be reduced from the 
current 700,000 to 670,000—400,000 
National Guardsmen and 270,000 
reservists. 

DROP 10 RESERVE? 

The present troop basis in- 
cludes 27 National Guard divisions 
and 10 Reserve infantry divisions, 
plus another 13 nontactical Re- 
serve training divisions. The 
latter units, like the 100th Di- 
vision, which was called up in 
the recent mobilization and was| 


} assigned to Ft. Chaffe, Ark., are 
organized and trained to open 
posts in case of emergency and 
to provide the administrative and 
training cadre to operate basic 
training centers: 


Present thinking—still tentative 
—is that the 10 existing Reserve 


-|infantry training divisions would 


be eliminated, but the 27 National 
Guard divisions would be re- 
tained. What would be done about 
the training divisions and other 
Reserve and Guard units is un- 
certain. 


However, the entire troop basis 
and mobilization priorities are 
being re-examined and may be 
altered. 

3 PRIORITIES 

Projected Army troop strength 
for the next fiscal year will pro- 
vide 16 regular Army divisions, 
but will not be adequate to pro- 
vide supporting non-divisional 
combat and supply units for the 
two new divisions. Accordingly, 
Defense Department officials be- 
live that any new Guard and Re 
serve program should establish 
three principal priorities. 


The first and those which should 
be maintained in the highest state 
of readiness would be combat 
support units for the two new 
regular Army divisions. The sec- 
ond priority would be six of the 
27 National Guard divisions and 
supporting units. Nearly all other 
units would be in a much lower 
priority, and present plans con- 
template no likelihood of their 
deployment overseas in the first 
six months of any conflict. The 
concept is based on a six-months 
mobilization and stock-piling plan 
and contemplates the acquistion 
of sufficient equipment to provide 
enough for six months for al 
regular Army and mobilized Re- 
serve units. 


The new budget for the next 
fiscal year will request about 
$2,400,000,000 for Army equipment. 
Equipment shortages, particularly 
pronounced in heavy equipment— 
2'4 ton and one-quarter-ton trucks, 
self-propelled artillery, and other 
items—evident in the recent 
mobilization, will be remedied by 
this and other appropriations. 


National Guard and Reserve 
units with high mobilization priori- 
ties may be maintained at close 
to 100 per cent strength and with 
almost full quotas of equipment. 


Present planning about National 
Guard and Reserve programs is 
by no means final; in fact close 
study of the recent mobilization 
lessons is just starting. But both 
the White House and top Penta- 
gon leaders agree that some 
means must be found to make at 
least a segment of our Reserve 
forces more quickly responsive 
to the fluctuating demands of the 
cold war than any units have 


been in the past.

Only Rusk 
defended the U.N. on the grounds 
that its forces were battling ba- 
sically in self-defense against the 
forces of secessionist President 
Moise Tshombe of Katanga. 


3. The parliamentary assembly 
of the Western European Unian, 
the seven-nation subgroup of 
NATO formed in 1954 to control 
German rearmament, called for 
an end to “nuclear anarchy” in 
NATO—primarily an attack on 
France’s decision to produce her 
own, independent nuclear strike 
force. It was also an exhortation 
to the alliance to clarify the 
terms and conditions under which 
the armed forces of other NATO 
states would employ U.S.-con- 
trolled nuclear warheads in time 
of emergency. 


4. Addressing the Western Fu- 
ropean assembly, Gen. Lauris 
Norstad, supreme Allied com- 
mander in Europe, praised the 
efforts of alliance members to 
build up their forces to face the 
Berlin crisis but called the result 
inadequate. There had been about 
a 25 to 30 per cent increase in 
strength and effectiveness since 
midsummer, Gen. Norstad said, 
but NATO was still about five 
divisions short of its 30-division 
goal. 


HITS COMPROMISE 


To the same audience, Mayor 
Willy Brandt of West Berlin pro- 
claimed the opposition of Berlin- 
ers to any “foul compromise’”’ 
with the Russians that would 
shake the present obligation of 
France, Britain, the Soviet Union 
and the United States to keep 
Berlin a four-power city until such 
time as it can become part of a 
reunited Germany. But Brandt, 
with the NATO majority, foresaw 
the possibility of negotiations for 
“additional agreements on the 
basis of existing Western legal 
rights in Berlin.” 


Both French and U.S. spokes- 
men sought to minimize the na- 
ture and extent of the division 
between France and her allies 
on the question of the opportunity

States came to the meetings here 
prepared to seek a mandate for 
real negotiations with Moscow.

EASY BACKING 

The aggressive, uncompromis- 
ing tone of recent speeches on the 
Berlin problem by Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev and the So- 
viet Ambassador to Washington, 
Mikhail A. Menshikov, made it 
easier for the United States to 
back away from full support for 
negotiations. 


Opening the council session 
Wednesday morning, Rusk fore- 
saw the possibility that Khrush- 
chev might carry out his threat 
to sign a separate peace treaty 
with the East German commu- 
nist regime, which the West re- 
fuses to recognize as a legitimate 
government. That action would 
turn over control of the Western 
access routes to Berlin to East 
German officials. 


In such an event, Rusk was re- 
ported to have said, the United 
States would continue to hold the 
Russians responsible, under the 
four-power agreement on Berlin, 
for the observance of Western 
rights in Berlin.

Growth Plan 
For Atlanta » 
Blueprinted 


A plan for “orderly growth” in 
the five-county Atlanta metropoli- 
tan region was outlined for De- 
Kalb County citizens Wednesday 
night in a public hearing by the 
Atlanta Region Metropolitan Plan- 
ing Commission. 


Executive Director Glenn F. 
Bennett said the plan will be pub- 
lished ig January. 


“We know the region is grow- 
ing and it’s going to continue to 
grow,”’ he said. “But this plan 
is a recommendation of how it 
could be made to grow the most 
economically for the region and 
the local governments.” 


TRANSIT SYSTEM 


Included in the long range plan 
is the ‘$200 million projected 
Rapid Transit System, plans and 
proposals for expressway expan- 
sion and a plan for a circumfer- 
ential route connecting communi- 
ties in the outlying areas of the 
region, which includes Fulton, De- 
Kalb, Clayton, Gwinnett and Cobb 


counties. 


It is estimated that 130 square 
miles will be needed for residen- 
tial expansion and 30 square miles 
for industriat expansion by 1985. 


“But we have enough land to 
take that in in almost each sep- 
arate county,”’ said regional plan- 
ner Stanley Kidwell. “‘Any county 
but DeKalb has the room to ab- 
sorb all of that. But what we are 
proposing is a plan whereby this 
additional growth would locate 
where it would be most econom- 
ical for the governments in- 
volved.” 


-GUIDED INTO AREAS 


He said the distribution should 
be guided into areas that already 
have the services that wi!] he 
needed by the additional resi- 
dences and industry such as sew- 
erage and roads. 


The plan has been tentatively 
approved by the commission and 


the current series of six public 
hearings is completed.

FAITH OF NOAH 


By faith Noah, divinely warned 
about the unseen future, took good 
heed and built an ark to save his 
household. Through his faith he 
put the whole world in the wrong, 
and made good his own claim to 
the righteousness which comes of 
faith. 

By faith Abraham obeyed the 
call to go out to a land destined 
for himself and his heirs, and left 
home without knowing where he 
was to go. By: faith he settled as 
an alien in the land promised 
him, living in tents, as did Isaac 
and Jacob, who were heirs to the 
same promise. For he was look- 
ing forward to the city with firm 
foundations, whose architect and 
builder is God. 


By faith even Sarah herself re- 
ceived strength to conceive, 
though she was past the age, be- 
cause she judged that he who had 
promised would keep faith: and 
therefore from one man, and one 
as good as dead, there sprang 
descendants numerous as the stars 
or as the countless grains of sand 
on the sea-shore. 


All these persons died in faith. 
They were not yet in possession 
of the things promised, but had 
seen them far ahead and hailed 
them, and confessed themselves 
no more than strangers or passing 
travellers on earth. Those who 
use such language show plainly 
that they are looking for a coun- 
try of their own. If their hearts 
had been in the country they had 
left, they could have found op- 
portunity to return. Instead, we 
find them longing for a better 
country—I mean, the heavenly 
‘one. That is why God is not 
_ashamed to be called their God; 
'for he has a city ready for them. 
WORKS OF FAITH 

Need I say more? Time is too 
short for me to tell the stories of 
Gideon, Barak, Samson, and 
Jephthah, of David and Samue 
and the prophets. Through faith 
they overthrew kingdoms, estab- 
lished justice, saw God’s prom- 
ises fulfilled. They muzzled raven- 
ing lions, quenched the fury of 
fire, escaped death by the sword. 
Their weakness was turned to 
strength, they grew powerful in 
war, they put foreign armies to 
rout. Women received back their 
dead raised to life. Others were 
tortured to death, disdaining re- 
lease, to win a better resurrection. 
Others, again, had to face jeers 
and flogging, even fetters and 
prison bars. They were stoned, 
they were sawn in two, they were 
| put to the sword, they went about 
‘dressed in skins of sheep or 
| goats, in poverty, distress, and 
| misery. They were too good for 
| this world. They were refugees in 
the ground. These also, one and 
all, are commemorated for their 
faith: 
upon the promised inheritance, 
because, with us in mind,~ God 
had made a better plan, that only 
in company with us should they 
reach their perfection. 


And what of ourselves? With 
all these witnesses to faith around 
us like a cloud. we must throw off 
every encumbrance, every sin to 
which we cling, and run with res- 
olution the race for which we are 
entered, our eyes fixed on Jesus, 
of whom faith depends from start 
to finish: Jesus who, for the sake 
of the joy that lay ahead of him. 
‘endured the cross, making light 
‘of its disgrace, and has taken his 
'seat at the right hand of the throne 
of God.

The first 
lady’s appear- 
ance will 
taped and 
shown later on 
the CBS net- 
work. Date, 
hour and de- 
tails of the 
program have 
not been set- 
tled. It is not expected, 


the 
White House said, that the pro 
gram will be taped or telecast 
before Mrs. Kennedy visits In- 
dia and Pakistan in January. 


JACKIE’S TOUCH 


The program will be con- 
cerned primarily with the White 
House itself, and with Mrs. 
Kennedy’s activities in redeco- 
rating it with objects of histon- 
cal and artistic interest. 


For the first lady to appear 
on television in her own right 
would be a pioneer venture, 
since neither Mrs. Harry S. 
Truman nor Mrs. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower did so without their 
husbands. 


The program will be similar, 
however, to an appearance 
made by Truman. Just after 
the White House had been vir- 
tually rebuilt at his direction. 


On May 3, 1952, Truman 
played host to an estimated 30 
million viewers for a 48-minute 
tour of the White House. He 
also entertained them with a 
portion of his favorite sonata, 
Mozart’s Ninth, which he played 
on the piano in the East Room. 


TRUMAN PRAISED 


Truman appeared live on all 
three networks. He got good 
reviews for the historical knowl- 
edge and respect for tradition 
he brought to his task as guide, 
but he finished the scheduled 
hour-long tour in 48 minutes. 


White House sources said that 
as yet it would not be correct 
to describe Mrs. Kennedy’s 
forthcoming role as that of a 
“suide”’ or “‘hostess’’ on a sim- 
ilar tour. The program has not 
been that completely planned, 
they said.

Georgians filed more than a 
million federal income tax re- 
turns for 1959, but-not a single 


Georgian reported making a 


million dollars. 


The South, however, had the 
second largest regional total of 
million-dollar returns—67. The 
Northeast had 119. 


These figures are provided 
by the Atlanta field office of 
the Commerce Department from 
an Internal Revenue Service 
report, 


Georgia had over a million 
tax returns: Of these, 759,056 
were taxable returns and the 
rest yielded no taxes. 


Six Georgians had incomes 
between $500,000 and $1 million, 


and 48 reported . $200,000 to 
$500,000. 
Most Georgians fell in the 


$3,000 to $4,000 bracket, 115,848. 
Another 113,428 were in the 
$2,000 to $3,000 class. 


Although 31 of the 48 states 
in the continental United States 
in 1959 did list at least one re- 
turn for $1 million, Georgia's 
neighbors, Alabama and South 
Carolina, has none either.

NEW YORK—The niftiest passes that Bobby 
Mitchell has caught this season are the weekend passes 
he’s been getting from his commanding officer at Fort 
Meade. Those completions have kept the Cleveland 
Browns alive and breathing for the past six weeks but 
not with their accustomed vigor. Hence the Brownies 
are now lagging in third place as they make a supreme 
effort to balk the New York Giants from clinching the 
Eastern championship in the campaign’s finale at the 
Yankee Stadium on Sunday.

‘Honestly, though,”’ said Paul, 
brightening perceptibly, ‘‘we have 
gotten along better than I ever 
dreamed we would.

about the same as the Giants would be hit if the Army grabbed 
Alex Webster and Roosevelt Brown. 


“Here's what happens. First of all, we can never be certain 
from week to week if the boys will be able to get passes and show 
up. We hustle them to a hotel room on Sunday mornings and go 
over plays with them. This is virtually a throwback to the ancient 
days of pro football when it barely had emerged from the semi-pro 
stage. You've certainly heard about it.”

Sure thing. The old-timers still tell of hastily recruited teams 
assembling on the morning of games and then running through 
signal practice in hotel lobbies. 


“What we have to do,” said Paul, “is limit our repertoire 
and take on extra plays that they can’t foul up. There was an 
interception on Milt Plum in our last game. Why? Mitchell went 
to the wrong place. He went deep. Plum threw short and the 
pass was picked off. Yet I can’t blame either man. It’s just one 
of those unfortunate occurrences dictated by circumstances.”’ 


Vinnie Lombardi has the same problem with his Green Bay 
Packers. His All-League scoring wonder, Paul Hornung, is a week- 
end operative from the Army. So are a couple of other key men. 


“Tl know,” said Paul. ‘‘When we played the Packers, I talked 
about it with Lombardi and he told me how worried he was. ‘We're 
not the same team we were earlier,’ he said to me. 


‘It's a strange thing but people will see a Hornung or a 
Mitchell and expect gilt-edged pertormances merely because they 
are physically present. 


“That isn't true at all. These boys lose their sharp condition and 
they tire more quickly. No longer are they sure of themselves. In- 
stead of going through plays by instinct, they have to think about 
what they are doing. Everything is a conscious effort instead of a 
natural reaction. Week by week they lose more and more of the 
original momentum they gained by working out with the rest of the 
squad day after day.”

Paul spoke with a lucid calmness, offering no excuses but merely 
explaining the unusual situation as he rationalized it. 


“Compounding our difficulties,”’ he added, ‘‘is the fact that 
Tom Watkins, Mitchell's replacement, has been sidelined for six 
weeks with a shoulder separation. He hasn't even been able to 
handle Bobby's spot in practice.’ 


. A hollow laugh came clinking over the wires. 


‘Because the rules demand 11 men on a team,” he said, ‘“‘we’ve 
been running through plays during the week with Sam Baker, our 
punter, in place of Mitchell. Except for his punting assignments, 
Baker has never played in a game for us. That should give you the 
idea.” 


Yet that extraordinary workman, Jimmy Brown, was still lead- 
ing the league in ground-gaining despite it all. 


‘‘Jimmy Brown,” said Paul Brown, admiration in his voice, 
“is the greatest running back of all time. He has had to carry an 
extra heavy load this year because we no longer have that out- 
side threat we had when Mitchell was at his effective best. So 
every defender concentrates on Jimmy and defenses in this 
league get tougher and tougher, tighter and tighter. He's a 
marvel.” 


No one ever would argue the point with him because the man is 
eminently correct. It’s a cinch that the Giants will concentrate on 
Jolting James on Sunday. If they can stop him, they can win the 
championship. If they can’t, they are in trouble.

Roll small pieces of dough to %-inch thickness on 
well-greased and floured cooky sheet. Cut patterns for church; 
two A’s, two B’s, two C’s, two D’s, two E’s and four F’s. Remove, 
scrape from around cut pattern pieces before baking. Bake in pre- 
heated oven (350 degrees F.) 10 to 12 minutes. Remove from 
cooky sheets immediately. Place on cooling racks. Allow to stand 
overnight before assembling. 


ASSEMBLING THE CHURCH 
For ‘‘glue’’ melt granulated sugar over low heat in large shal- 
low pan (frying pan). Keep warm or reheat if hardens. When 
sugar forms a golden syrup, dip oné 5’’ edge of one side piece 
(B) into sugar syrup then place on edge of front (C). (Be careful 
not to get any syrup on hands.) Repeat with other side piece ‘B). 
With a spatula spread syrup on edge of second C piece. Place 
against side pieces B to form complete building. Place the frame- 
work on a piece of heavy cardboard or cooky sheet. With spatula 
place syrup along top edges of church. Place roof (A) on church. 
Repeat for other roof half. To assemble steeple, dip 2-inch side 
edges of one D piece in syrup. Firmly press the 2-inch sides of 
E pieces to the hot syrup on D. With spatula, spread edge of 
second piece D with syrup and attach to the free 2-inch edges 
of E. Dip bottom edge of one triangular piece ‘F) in syrup. 
Press firmly onto base of steeple. Repeat for other three tri- 
angular pieces to form steeple. Spoon ‘“‘glue’’ into cracks of 

steeple. Place steeple on top of church roof. 


DECORATING THE CHURCH 

With thick confectioners’ sugar frosting attach fruit slices 
(about 2 Ibs.) to roof. Overlap as for shingles, starting at bottom 
edge. (If fruit slices are not available, use pastel after-dinner 
mints.) Attach candy stick at each corner of the church, at the 
top of the roof, along the front and back edges of the room and 
on the corners of the steeple. Flatten large gumdrops with rolling 
pin. Cut 4 bells for the steeple and decorations for the ‘“‘stained- 
glass windows.”’ Attach to the church with confectioners’ sugar 
frosting. For snow, add % teaspoon cream of tartar to % cup 
egg whites. Beat unit! frothy. Gradually add 24 cups sifted confec- 
tioners’ sugar, beating vigorously with electric mixer or rotary 
eggbeater until frosting is fluffy and thick. Using cake decorator, 
decorate steeple and roof with ‘‘snow.”’ To remaining frosting, 
gently stir in red food color to use outlining door, windows and 
steeple of church. Use hard round candies for walk and granu- 


lated sugar for snow.
